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ALDERMEN OK 
ENABLING BILL 
FOR PROPOSED 


STADIUM SITE 


Mayor Expected to 
Approve Legislation | 
Which Would Desig- | 
nate 30-Block’ Area | 
As Blighted. 


The Board of Aldermen today | 
unanimously approved an_ en-| 
abling bill needed for the pro-. 
posed $89,000,000 downtown | 
sports stadium redevelopment | 
project. 

The bill would designate as 
blighted a 30-block area chosen | 
as a site for the stadium and| 
supporting facilities. A spokes- | 
man for Mayor Rayond R. Tuck- | 
er’s office said indications are | 
that Tucker would sign the pro- 
posed ordinance into law im- 
mediately on its clearance by 
the City Counselor’s office. 


The board passed also bills to: | 


1. Submit to a vote at the Aug. | 
2 primary election a proposed | 
charter amendment lifting the 
limit on salaries the city can 
pay from $10,000 to $25,000. | 

2. A bill to increase aldermanic | 
salaries from $3000 to $5000 and 
that of the president of the board | 
from $5000 to $7500. 


Unanimous Approval. | 


The stadium bill was approved 
by a 27-to-0 vote. The only al-| 
derman absent was Alfred I. 
Harris (Dem.), Twenty-second | 
ward. 


Enactment of the measure was 
urged strongly by Alderman | 
Archie Blaine (Dem.), in whose | 
Sixth ward the 30-block area is 
located; Alderman A. Barney 
Mueller (Dem.), Twenty-first 
ward, chairman of the alderman- | 
ic Housing and Land Clearance | 
Committee, and Board President | 
A. J. Cervantes. : | 

Blaine declared that the erec- | 
tion of the stadium and the other | 
buildings contemplated in the 
redevelopment plan ‘‘would be | 
the best remedy for fighting 
the blight in the area.”’ 

‘It is true there would be 
a temporary loss of tax revenues 
in building this great develop- 
ment, but the ultimate gain 
would be tremendous,” Blaine 
said. ‘“‘This is a real bargain for 
the city.”

He told the Senate later he 
had destroyed the petition be- 
cause he thought Morse was 
making a “purely partisan, self- 
ish gesture.” 

Morse had another copy of his 
petition prepared and said he 
was leaving it at the desk so 
Republicans and Democrats both 
could sign it. He said he favored 
a nonpartisan approach to the 
whole issue. 


Later Morse and Morton cere- 
moniously shook hands. 

A petition for cloture, or de- 
bate limitation, requires 16. sig- 
natures. Morse said he had 
acted on his own in preparing 
the petition, and “‘I found very 
little enthusiasm”’ among other 


Senators for signing it. Even if 


the petition were officially fiied,

A contract for supplying up 
to 50,000,000 basic business ma- 
chine cards went to the Mid- 
Continent Tabulating Card Co. 
on its low bid of 96 cents per 
1000 cards. Another contract for 
supplying an estimated 15,000,- 
000 special tabulating cards was 
awarded to the International 
Business Machines Co. because, 
while it was not the lowest bid- 
der, it was the only acceptable 
bidder. 

Old Judge Coffee Co. of St. 
Louis received the contract for 
supplying one-pound tins on its 
low bid of 58.47 cents a pound. 
A contract for providing 132,000 
pounds of fine blend coffee in 
20-pound tins went to Rich- 
heimer Coffee Co. of Chicago. 
The Richheimer Co. was holder 
of the contract last year under 
an award by Elwood Long, who | 
resigned as purchasing agent 
last Nov. 25 after disclosures by 
the Post-Dispatch about the con- | 
duct of his office. | 

55.7 Cents Instead of 62.5. 

Richheimer will receive 55.7 | 
cents a pound under the new | 
contract as compared with the | 
62.5 cents it received last year. | 

Osgood Coffee Co. of Kansas | 
City won the contract to supply | 
serviceable blend coffee in 100- 
pound sacks on its low bid of 
45.65 cents a pound. Old Judge 
Coffee, last year’s supplier, re- 
ceived 51.5 cents. | 

The savings of $12,000 over | 
last year on the coffee contracts 
was Ferguson’s estimate. 

Mid-Continent’s successful bid 
of 96 cents per 1000 on the 
business machine cards com- 
pared with the bid last year of 
Moore Business Forms, Inc., of 
$1.13 per 1000. However, under | 
an escalator ciause in the Mbore | 
contract, the price was reduced | 
in accordance with reductions | 
in the company’s list price. Be- 
tween last Jan. 20 and the end 
of the contract Feb. 29 the state 
was paying Moore $1.07, Fergu- 
son said. A refund to the state 
based on the escalator clause is 
expected, but the amount is 
not yet known, he said. 

Moore was represented in last 
year’s contract bidding by Max- | 
well P. Casey, husband of Gov. | 
James T. Blair’s secretary, Mrs. |

Ferguson pointed out that Mid- | 
Continent did not bid on such 
items as numbering and pre- 
punching but quoted his assistant 
in charge of printing, Norbert H. 
Rothrove, as saying the three | 
largest users of the basic cards 
did not use the features omitted 
from the bid. 

While some smaller depart- 
ments do use these features, 
Rothrove said, it would ‘be more

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- The Court’s Retreat From Liberty 


The Supreme Court executed another dis- 
tressing retreat from the Bill of Rights this 
week when, by a narrow margin, it held that a 
state or local government can dismiss em- 
ployes who refuse to answer a congressional 
committee's questions. The net effect of the 
decision is to permit states to punish citizens 
for exercising the rights we believe are guar- 
anteed them by the first ten amendments to 
the Federal Constitution. The effect also is to 
nullify a 1956 decision (Slochower vs. New 
York) in which the Court had ruled exactly 
the opposite. 

Justice Black had good reason to say, in dis- 
senting, that the decision “does not bode 
well for individual liberty in America.” 

Four years ago the Court properly held 
that the city of New York could not summari- 
ly dismiss a college teacher for invoking the 
Fifth Amendment and refusing to testify. be- 
fore a congressional committee investigating 
subversive activities. Justice Tom Clark, 
speaking for the majority, condemned “the 
practice of imputing a sinister meaning to 
the exercise of a person’s constitutional right 
under the Fifth Amendment,” and_ pointed 
out that “the privilege against self-incrimina- 
tion would be reduced to a hollow mockery 
if its exercise could be taken as equivalent 
either to a confession of guilt or a conclusive 
presumption of perjury.” 

Now, in a precisely parallel case, Justice 
Clark rules just the other way. He says Los 
Angeles county had a right to fire two em- 
ployes for refusing to testify before the House 
Un-American Activities Committee, because 
a California statute makes it a duty for pub- 
lic employes to answer questions about sub- 
version, and failure to answer on any ground 
whatever is insubordination and cause for 
dismissal. 

~ . ~ 

Justice Clark attempts to square this find- 
ing with his previous one on the paper-thin 
premise that the California statute involves no 
imputation of guilt, as did the New York or- 
dinance he struck down. This is merely a 
verbal toe-dance. Essentially, the two laws 
were the same. Justice Clark struck down 
the narrower one, which punished a citizen 
for exercising his rights under the Fifth 
Amendment, but upholds the much more com- 
prehensive one, which punishes a citizen for 
exercising his rights under the First, Fifth or 
anv other Amendment. 

THere is no getting away from the fact that 


if states, cities, or private citizens can inflict 
penalties on a person for claiming the indi- 
vidual liberties guaranteed him by the Bill 


of Rights, then the Bill of Rights is being 


whittled away. , 
This is all the more deplorable in view of 
the fact that states, cities and private em- 
ployers have ways of protecting themselves 
against disloyal or untrustworthy employes 
that would not do violence to constitutional 
rights. If an employe refuses to answer ques- 


tions about subversive activities before an in- . 


vestigating committee, the employer is quite 
justified in making his own investigation to 
determine the fitness of that person for con- 
finued employment. But any action should 
be based on the results of that inquiry, and 
not on the person’s exercise of a right to 
which the Constitution entitles him.

Americans who want their Bill of Rights 
kept vibrant ard alive need to recognize that 
the Supreme Court as presently constituted is 
against them. After an all too brief period 
in 1957, when Chief Justice Warren was able 
to muster a majority for the liberal view, a 
rew majority of five justices has hardened 
on the other side. Its members are Justices 
Clark, Frankfurter, Harlan, Whittaker and 
Stewart. . 

This is the majority which convicted Rev. 
Willard Uphaus of contempt when he claimed 
his right under the First Amendment to pro- 
tection against political inquisition by the 
State of New Hampshire. It is the majority 
which convicted Dr. Lloyd Barenblatt of Vas- 
sar Collese of the same offense in connection 
with a federal inquisition. It is the majority 
which ruled the same way in the case of Dr. 
H. Chardler Davis of the University of Michi- 
gan and the Institute for Advanced Studies 
at Princeton. 

Rev. Mr. Uphaus, Dr. Barenblatt and Dr. 
Davis are all now in prison because five mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court thought their in- 
dividual rights were less important than the 
interests of the Government. Four other 
members—Chief Justice Warren and Justices 
Black, Douglas and Brennan—think otherwise. 
Theirs is the historic view of American free- 
dom, and we are confident it will once again 
prevail. But in the meantime Americans are 
being imprisoned or otherwise penalized for 
claiming the rights guaranteed them by the 
Constitution. That does not indeed bode well 
for individual liberty in America. 


Where Spot Zoning Kills Jobs 


Two important principles are at stake in 
Council Chairman Maurice M. - Abramson’s 
proposal to spot-zone a 30-acre tract in the 
county’s Schuetz road-Lackland road area. One 
involves the need te follow the advice of pro- 
fessional planners in developing the county 
unless they can be proved wrong. The other 


involves the proper functioning of the legisla- 


tive process. 

Councilman Abramson’s zoning proposal 
would permit a real estate speculetor to cut 
up an important piece of one of the few po- 
tentially good industrial areas remaining in 
the county. A private firm of professional 


planners whose services cost the county $23,500 ° 


has recommended that the land in ques- 
tion, now zoned for half-acre residential use, 
be set aside for light industry, not cut up into 
quarter-acre residential lots as the Abramson 
bill proposes. The county’s own planners 
agree with the recommendations of the pri- 
vate firm. 

In all fairness to Mr. Abramson, in whose 
district the disputed land lies, it should be 
pointed out that he has been under a great 
deal of pressure from his constituents in the 
adjacent Graeler Park subdivision to push the 
spot-zoning. They naturally prefer small 
homes to light industry near them. But plan- 
ning decisions cannot soundly be made on 
such a narrow basis. They should express 
the general interest of the county as a whole. 

The county's principal natural resource is 
its open land. If Councilman Abramson 
and his colleagues fail to take steps now to 
preserve that land for its most appropriate 
use—in this case light industry—they will be 
throwing away two treasures. One is the 
chance to create new jobs in an area that 
has far fewer of them than it ought to. The 
other is the chance to expand a tax base that 
otherwise may be insufficient to support good 
schools except at prohibitively high tax rates. 

For these reasons the Schuetz-Lackland re- 
zoning is an affair of importance to the whole 
county, not merely to the people of Graeler 
Park. If Mr. Abramson is unwilling to go all 
the way and kill it, then his colleagues should 
defend the overriding public interest in proper 
use of this land and kill the bill for him. 


Kansas City Expands 


Kansas City has just voted to annex an area 
more than twice as large as the whole of St. 
Louis. The 145 square miles will be absorbed 
by 1963 in four chunks north, south and east 
of Kansas City in two counties and touching 
on a third. Missouri’s western metropolis thus 
has answered a threat to wall it off with small 
suburban municipalities. St. Louis, already 
ringed by 98 incorporated areas in the county, 
has long been blocked from doing what Kan- 
sas City has done, and must strive for func- 
tional integration where political unification 
seems almost impossible. But recognizing 
that its task is more difficult, St. Louis can 
congratulate Kansas City for assuring itself 
room to grow in, 


To Plug a Loophole 

Senator Byrd of Virginia is backing legisla- 
tion requiring corporations to withhold fed- 
eral taxes on dividends paid to stockholders, 
which means that Congress probably will ap- 
prove the plan and that it will go into effect 
within a year. The Treasury estimates that 
stockholders fail to report at least $1,500,000,- 
000 a year in dividends, thus avoiding about 
$400,000,000 in annual taxes. The Treasury 
has undertaken an educational campaign de- 
signed to impress dividend recipients with 
their responsibilities, but this could hardly be 
as effective as withholding. 

Although the mechanics of the plan have 
not been worked out, it is thought probable 
that corporations will be required to withhold 
and forward to the Treasury a sum approxi- 
mating 10 per cent of the dividends. Adijust- 
ments would be made each year on income 
tax returns. The amount of the withholding 
is not as important as the principle; the dis- 
closure would force the reporting of all divi- 
dend income. Senator Byrd should be com- 


mended on this effort to plug a loophole in 
the internal revenue laws, even though he has 
a dual motive in proffering his plan. He also 
wants to counter a likely move by Senate 
liberals to repeal the tax credit now available 
to stockholders. 

There is no reason why either of these 
plans should be related to the other. The 
withholding program is worthwhile of itself 
and should be adopted. 


David P. Wohl 


David P. Wohl was a very rare citizen of 
St. Louis. Indeed he was a very rare man. 
The business career of the son of an immi- 
grant family who formed one of the city’s 
leading shoe firms has been duplicated by 
similar Horatio Alger stories. Industry is not 
an uncommon virtue in ambitious men. But 
Mr. Wohl coupled success with modesty rather 
than with pride. 

The total of his benefactions has been ex- 
ceeded by those of wealthier men. But few 


have given with such discrimination and so 


directly. rather than through posthumous 
foundstions. Few have been so eager to give 
their dollars where they would do immediate 
good—to the city’s health and recreation cen- 
ters, to its university hospitals, for education, 
for the care of the mentally ill, and for the 
aged. And Mr. Wohl gave so quietly that it 
surprised some to learn that in the last 20 
vears his gifts and those of his wife and his 
firm ran to $8,500,000. 

This was a superb example of devotion and 
gratitude to his community, shown in deeds 
rather than words.

New Vigor in the FCC 


Jarred by public and congressional de- 


mands for better regulation of television and ° 


radio, the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion now proposes something new in regula- 
tory procedure—licensing of some stations 
for less than the usual three-year period. 

The Communications Act provides for li- 
censing stations “for a period of not more 
than three years.” The FCC has always inter- 
preted the maximum to be the minimum, 
which means that a station need not justify 
its possession of a public air channel more 
than once every three years. Even so the 
FCC has been reluctant to revoke a license 
for cause and thus put a station out of busi- 
ness. Consequently congressional investiga- 
tors, and Attorney General Rogers also, have 
proposed giving the commission power ' to 
suspend as well as revoke licenses. 

Authority to order more frequent licensing 
reviews of a station’s record is, fortunately, 
an authority which the FCC may take upon 
itself. But the license suspension power is 
one which will have to be added by Congress. 
The commission has indorsed this proposal 
and thus shows a new willingness to prod TV 
and radio to behave, as the law commands, 
in the public interest. Surely the present ses- 
sion of Congress will agree to the license sus- 
pension power,

One Vote for Stevenson 


Oregon Senator Won't Guess at His Chances, but Backs Him as Moral Leader

In 1956, after his second defeat for 
the Presidency, Adlai E. Stewenson 
made a statement regarding the high- 
est elective office in the free world 
which was both renunciatory and philo- 
sophical. He said, ‘‘] can contemplate 
in tranquility the distinct possibility 

that I will never be 
President of the

, Because millions 
of of his fellow Amer- 
icans do not share 
this tranquility, 
Stevenson con- 
tinues to be re- 
garded as the mostly likely nominee 
of his party for the third consecutive 
time, Many Stevenson enthusiasts hap- 
pen to be intellectuals, civic leaders, 
and generous campaign contributors. 
They might be called the catalytic 
agent of the Democratic Party. They 
are what make the water fizz. They 
create public opinion. And _ they feel 
a sense of kinship with Adlai Steven- 
son that they seem to sense in no 
other Presidential hopeful in either 
party. ‘ 

Stevenson has told me that he will 
not spend a four-cent postage stamp 
to win the Democratic nomination. He 
is personally fond of both Humphrey

- and Kennedy, and he has given each 


of them a sort of may-the-best-man- 
win benediction. But if a stalemate 
should occur at the Los Angeles con- 
vention, it is probable that Stevenson 
will be available for the party’s nomi- 
nation—even though some of his closest 
friends trust this will not be the case, 
for they wish to see him spared the 
ordeal of a third nationwide campaign. 


What Is His Appeal? 


Why is Stevenson ‘such a favorite? 
What accounts for his enduring appeal 
to so many thoughtful men and wom- 
en? He is not so liberal as Humphrey. 
He lacks the handsome youthfulness of 
Kennedy. He cannot match the politi- 
cal skill of Lyndon Johnson. He has 
many more overt handicaps—his di- 
vorce, for example—than Symington. 
He is not currently in high elective 
office like Governors Robert Meyner 
of New Jersey or G. Mennen (Soapy) 
Williams of Michigan. Yet mere men- 
tion of Stevenson’s name can inspire 
and thrill many a gathering of Demo- 
crats. 

have tried to locate the secret of 
Stevenson’s appeal to intellectual and 
thoughtful voters. I think one of his 
strengths is a trait which most ortho- 
dox politicians regard as virtually his 
principal weakness—what they describe 
as his indecisiveness, his tendency to 
see both sides of a difficult question, 
his melancholy and prolonged grap- 
pling with highly complex issues. 

Yet these very qualities, so disturb- 
ing to some groups, are a factor in en- 
dearing Stevensen to the intellectuals, 
teachers, and writers who predominate 
in quite a few Democratic circles. He 
is a man who does not pose as having 
a pat solution for every problem of 
these troubled times. He rarely in- 
dulges in the glib slogans which pre- 
tend to offer such easy remedies for 
grim maladies. He reserves his doubts 
about ready answers to monumental 
problems like farm surpluses, compet- 
ing with the Soviets, or raising the 
necessary funds to finance government 
in the Twentieth Century. 

It is probably an irony of our era 
that Stevenson, poor politician though 
he is, suffers the most when he per- 
mits his political peers to persuade 
him to be out of character. This oc-

curred in the campaign of 1956. De- 
parting from the 1952 style which had 
inspired and lifted so many Americans, 
he allowed himself to get down to such 
narrow specifics as the price of hogs 
or the cost of kilowatts. 


No person is more thoroughly aware 
of this than Adlai Stevenson. “If I 
ever am foolish enough to let myself 
run for President again,” he told me 
one day, “‘I wan't be met at the Iowa 
state line or the Oregon state line by 
people who will tell me the purportedly 
appropriate thing to say to win votes 
in that particular locality. I will re- 


late to voters—everywhere—the blunt, 


hard facts about our position in the 
world and about the sacrifices required 
if we are going to improve it.” 

What kind of President would Steven- 
son be? 

I rather imagine he would be a Presi- 
dent who tried the patience of every 
special-interest group in the nation. On 
agricultural legislation I would guess 


that he might be too conservative to 


please the National Farmers Union 
and not conservative enough to satisfy 


the American Farm Bureau. He would 
be too much of a loyal Democrat to 
win over partisan Republicans, but 
might be too fair and temperate to 
delight the extremists in his own party. 

I refuse to pass upon the dilemma 
of whether or not Stevenson's two pre- 
vious defeats at the hands of Eisen- 
hower stamp him indelibly as doomed 
to failure in quest of the Presidency. 
Only a seventh son of a seventh son 
could answer this question. It lends 
itself no more to authentic assessment 
prior to the event than does the whole 
question of the religion of Senator 
John F. Kennedy and California’s Gov- 
ernor Pat Brown. 

I personally favor a Democratic 
ticket of Stevenson and Kennedy. Des- 
pite all the current flyspecking as to 
his record in the Senate, I look upon 


Jack Kennedy as one of the superior . 


Senators of our era. 
Why Stevenson for President? Frank- 
lin Roosevelt once described the Presi- 


dency as “preeminently a position of | 


moral leadership.”’ Stevenson, to me,

somebody were to ask what I think is 
the vital difference between Stevenson 
and all other candidates in both par 
ties, I would answer that it was an al- 
most indefinable ingredient which 
might be called ‘“‘stature.” Within 


Stevenson, I believe, are the essentials . 


to be a great President. This is quite 
different from being a good President 
or a successful President, as a number 
of the other aspirants unquestionably 
could become. 

I do not know whether Adlai Steven- 
son ever will become President of .the 
United States. The path ahead of a 
two-time loser is pocked with perils, 
and 1960 is undoubtedly his last chance. 
Destiny often foils those who seem 
most prepared for destiny’s climactic 
events. But’ what I do know is this— 
if Stevenson does not go to the White 
House, millions of his fellow Ameri- 
cans will feel they have been robbed 
of their opportunity to live in a time 
of greatness.

‘Ruraban’' 
Home Just 
Nightmare 


That dream home away from 
the city\,with its beautiful view, 
acres of space and bargain price 
may turn into a nightmare for 
the purchaser who doesn’t know 
exactly what country living in- 
volves. William F. Franzen of 
Rockford, Ill., draws that con- 
clusion this month in The Resi- 
dential Appraiser, publication of 
the Society of Residential Ap- 
praisers. 

Franzen, an international gov- 
ernor of the 25-year-old society, 


points out that city-dwellers are . 


lured to the hinterlands by the 
desire to have more space for an 
attractive view, @ garden, pri- 
vacy, a bigger area for raising 
children, a yard in which to re- 
lax and enjoy outdoor recreation 
and a spot to raise animals. 
Often they don’t know and are 
not advised by the developers 
that country living has a number 
of disadvantages that sap the 
time, energy and money of the 
purchaser. 

Among the points raised by 
Franzen are these: 

The buyer should know if the 
residence is near all-weather 
roads which are well-maintained 
and kept free of ice and snow. 
He should be acquainted with the 
transportation costs because 
commutation to the city and his 
job will amount to a large .por- 
tion of his investment. He may 
be forced into a two-car family 
and the additional costs involved. 

May Cost More. 

The repair of a breakdown of 
power in rural areas usually 
oa longer due to the many 
miles involved. In addition an 
owner is often required to pay 
part of the cost if installing pow- 
er lines or to pay a minimum or 
guarantee when not adjacent to 
service. 

Delivery to rural areas by mer- 
chants is not standard practice, 
and, if done, an additional charge 
is usually made. Due to volume 
of sales and buying is small quan- 
tities, prices will tend to be high- 
er in outlying country stores. 

Rura? area schools ordinarily 
cannot offer the comprehensive 
curriculum and facilities that 
city schools do.

The cost of an ade- 
quate water supply by a deep 
well can exceed the cost of the 
raw land. 

Zoning Important, 

Zoning is very important be- 
cause the encroachment of an 
offensive industry or commer- 
cial installation could cause a 
substantial loss in value to an 
attractive home in the country.

Of Factors 
Makes Value 


“ CHICAGO—A maze of factors 
—many of which the average 
home buyer never stops to think 
about—affects the value of any 
residential property. 

An article in the current issue 
of The Appraisal Journal, quar- 
terly publication of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Real Estate Ap- 
praisers, points out that factors 
as seemingly remote as the long- 
range direction of the city’s 
growth and employment oppor- 
tunities in the area can greatly 
affect a home’s. value. The 
A.I.R.E.A. is affiliated with the 
National Association of Real Es- 
tate Boards. 

In his article, ‘‘Neighborhood 
Factors Affecting Residential Val- 
ues,”” Sterling H. Albert, M.A.I, 
(Member, Appraisal Institute), 

Milwaukee, Wis., a leading ap- 

praiser with a broad background 
of Federal Housing Administra- 
tion experience, lists among the 
elements influencing value: lay- 
out of streets and houses; topo- 
graphical conditions; zoning re- 
strictions; local legislative poli- 
cies; civic, social and cultural 
facilities; the extent to which the 
neighborhood is built up; cone | 
formity with surroundings; the 
population growth rate; highway 
plans and traffic patterns; access 
to employment, shopping, 
schools;' available utilities; and 
the local tax structure. 

All these factors should be con- 
sidered in determining the value 
of a home, according to Albert, 
because they will influence its 
future usefulness and marketa- 
bility. . 

“It must be noted also that if 
a property is so situated that its 
logical use is for other than resi- 
dential purposes, there is a 
strong likelihood that it will be 
put to its highest and best use 
in the course of time, even 
though it is restricted to resi- 
dential use. For example, a site 
lying in the path of business ex- 
pansion actually may be unpro- 
tected from the encroachment of 
business uses, even though it 
may be subject to covenants pro- 
viding for residential use. The 
pressure to secure release from 
Jand use control may prove too. 
great to be resisted, nor possi- 
bly should it be resisted,” the 
article states. 

Street patterns are a major. 
consideration: ‘‘Where street lay- 
out discourages through traffic | 
and the neighborhood traffic is | 
directed toward the thorough- 
fares, the noise and danger of 
heavy traffic is thus diminished, | 
and land uses will likely con- 
tinue residential. Where, how- 
ever, heavy traffic streets pass 
directly through or on the boun- 
daries of the neighborhood, there 
is a constant threat that land 
uses will be changed from resi- 
dential to nonresidential.” 

Conformity of design is impor- 
tant too: ‘‘The appeal of a neigh- 
bohood is strengthened if the 
buildings are attractive as a 
group and harmonize with one 
another and with their physical 
surroundings. A property widely 
at variance with the architectural 
quality of the neighborhood nor- 
mally exhibits a lesser degree of 
desirability ... 

‘“‘For a neighborhood to remain 
stable and retain a high degree 
of desirability, it should be ade- 
quately served by grade and high 
schools, neighborhood shopping 
centers, churches, playgrounds, 
parks, community halls, libra- 
ries, hospitals, and _ theaters. 
Areas occupied by families of 
low income will ordinarily re- 
quire easier and less expensive 
access to these facilities.”

Historical research always has fascinated Greg Lucy, 
who has written an as-yet-unpublished novel of the sixteenth 
century. He compiled much of his family data from census 
records found in the reference room of the St. Louis Public 
Library. On microfilm, one may read the records from 
all counties in Missouri from 1830 through 1880, and all 
other states from 1840 through: 1870. Earlier records were 
destroyed when the British burned Washington. 

Greg and ‘his wife, Catherine, followed up his library 
research on vacation trips and holidays by visiting Lucy 
families around the country. Whenever he was in a strange 
hotel room he would look up Lucys in the telephone book 
and talk with them. (Some day I am going to visit Start’s 
Tavern in Detroit.) Some of these distant relatives became 
good friends. This summer, for instance, the Lucys expect 
to visit the Virginia branch including Calvin Lucy, president 
éf WRTV in Richmond, and Cleveland Lucy, a state repre- 
sentative. 

Last year, William Kennedy Lacy of the Mountain 

Home (Ark.) branch of the family published the 226- 

page book with its list of all the Lucys and related 

families from Abernathy to Youngdahl. Thanks to 
him, many a Lucy now knows his grandparents’ 
names and something about them. 


One thing, genealogy enthusiast Lucy likes to stress is 
that he wasn’t trying to uncover name-dropping great an- 
cestors.

1. Three hearts. About all we 
can do is stick to our story that 
the opening bid consisted of 
good hearts but a minimum of 
high card values, At the same 
time, adequate support for either 
clubs or spades is denied. 

Partner, it is true, has been 
bidding strongly, The two club 
bid showed 10 points, and the 
two spade bid, ignoring our 
signoff of two hearts, showed 
additional values and a con- 
tinued interest in reaching 
game, But North's portrayal of 
great strength does not in any 
way change our values, which 
have remained stationary, The 
three heart bid represents these 
limited values. It warns North 
that if he goes on, it will be at 
his own peril. 

2. Three notrump. We cannot 
afford to bid only two notrump, 
since there are extra values, 
well placed, which were not 
— described by our first two 

ids, 


The two spade bid forced us 
to bid again. If we were to bid 


.only two notrump at this point, 


it would sound as though we 
had a bedrock minimum of 
about 12 points, when actually 
we have a 15-point hand, The 
earlier underbid is now compen- 
sated for by jumping to three 
notrump to show the. surplus 
values not previously disclosed, 

3. Three diamonds, Even 
though partner has shown 
length in clubs and spades, and 
we have the hearts and dia- 


, monds well taken care of, it is 


better to bid three diamonds 
than two notrump. Hands with 
6-4-2-1 distribution do not gen- 
erally lend themselves to no- 
trump play, and such a contract 
should be undertaken only as a 
last resort. - By bidding three 
diamonds we show the prefer- 
ence for suit play, as well as 
the minimum nature of the 
opening bid. ' 

4. Four spades. The value of 
a hand can change drastically, 
depending upon partner's re- 
sponses. Thus, the two club bid 
detracted from the original esti- 
mate of the value of this hand, 


The two spade bid not only re- 
stored the original evaluation, 
but raised it considerably be- 
cause of the newly discovered 
fit. To bid only three spades 
would not do justice to our 
holding. It would sound too 
much like a forced rebid, when, 
in actuality, the spade raise 
should be tendered with genuine 
enthusiasm.

The New Films 


Power: For Good or Evil? 


A THOUGHTFUL and illuminating feature-length docu- 
mentary, “POWER AMONG MEN,” has been produced by 
the United Nations Film Services to impress on all nations 
the idea: Man has power to build and power to destroy; it is 
up to man to make his choice. 

Thorold Dickinson of the U.N. organiza- 
tion, producer and. co-author with J. C. 
Sheers, has used four episodes to illustrate 
the theme in the picture being shown at the 
APOLLO ART. 

It starts with the rebuilding of a war-de- 
stroyed Italian village near Monte Cassino, 
'topped off with the explosion of a buried shell in a field which 
kills a farmer and the calling up of young men to their mili- 
tary classes to show the old cycle of war and peace is re- 
volving again. 

A Belgian agricultural expert helps the impoverished 
backward farmers of a rocky, hilly Haitian countryside grow 
good crops with scientific methods, but they have to overcome 
the opposition of die-hards to get their produce to market. 

A vast hydroelectric project in British Columbia is aided 
by tremendous explosions moving mountains. With the de- 
velopment of a prosperous community out of the wilderness, 
the problem arises of how to persuade the 31 nationalities 
represented among the residents to get along with one another. 

A Norwegian beekeeper’s suspicions of a neighboring 
atomic-energy reactor plant are dispelled by the lectures of 
an elderly scientist who explains the peaceful uses of - the 
atom for energy and medicine. Here the scientist epitomizes 
the idea: 

“Not only must we prevent a war. We must learn to 
survive in peace. We have learned to control THINGS pretty 
well. But we must learn to control ourselves.” 

The producers have complemented this with some striking 
photographic shots, both black and white and in color, either 
gathered from other film-makers or made by themselves. 
There are some vivid studies of the faces of ordinary people 
(the only professional actor was used to play the beekeeper). 
The whole thing has been given cohesion by such things as 
juxtaposed shots of the battered statues and crumbling ruins 
of destroyed civilizations with those of hydrogen bomb ex- 
plosions, and the occasional commentary by Laurence Harvey, 
which has as its theme the passage from ‘‘Hamlet,”’ beginning: 
*“‘What a piece of work is man! How noble in reason! How 
infinite in faculty!”

WHEN 12-YEAR-OLD Michael 
Schramm receives his Bar 
Mitzvah certificate at the B’nai 
Amoona synagogue on the Satur- 
day before Passover, he will be 
marking the end of an era,

The ‘‘chazan” or cantor of a 
Hebrew congregation is a vital 
part of its ceremonial life. 
While the rabbi conducts the 
service, much of it is sung or 
chanted and this is done by the 
cantor who also arranges the 
music, conducts the choirs, pre- 
pares the boys when they be- 
come Bar Mitzvah (‘‘Son of the 
commandment’) and in many 
congregations the girls for Bas 
Mitzvah (‘‘daughter of the com- 
mandment”’). It is an occupa- 
tion requiring talent and train- 
ing and it is best if, same as 
Chazan Gowselow, the cantor 
grows up in his work. 

That typewriter-twisting name 
is pronounced Guv-say-uv and it 
is of Russian derivation. Jacob 
Gowseiow was born in a little 
town now called Motol but then 
known as Motele in the province 
of Gubernia in Russia. The 
town’s great claim to fame is 
that Chaim Weitzman, first pres- 
ident of Israel, was born there. 
He studied the Talmud with 
Gowseiow’s, father, who was a 


t for 50 years, at a 
salary of /$50 a year. However, 
there were privileges and con- 
tributions to a man of that re- 
spected position, so the family— 
four boys and- two girls—was 
able to get by. : 

Young Jacob loved music. He 
learned sight reading in four 
weeks and wrote compositions 
for his own pleasure. He was to 
make his debut singing in his 
father’s choir for the high holi- 
days when he was 9 but a most 
ignominious incident interfered; 
young Jacob got the measles. He 
began singing at 10 and has 
been singing ever since. 

It was a small village and all 
his studies, musical and other- 
wise, were done with his father, 
By the time he reached his teens 
he was looking to wider hori- 
zons. Two sisters had gone to 
America. 

“I bombarded them with let- 
ters,” he recalls. ‘‘Finally they

sent me a ticket and in 1901 I 
came to New York.”’ 


His first plan was to in- 
crease his musical training so 
he found a congregation where 
he could sing in the choir, and 
also a job at the Metropolitan 
Opera whenever a large cho- 
rus was used. 

“I sang with Caruso and 
with Geraldine Farrar,” he 
said. “For $2 for rehearsals 
and $2 for each performance.” 
A young man who frequented 

the restaurant where he ate told 
him one day that he had a sis- 
ter. Gowseiow and the sister 
became acquainted, were mar- 
ried, a son was born, and family 
man Gowseiow gave up music 
and went to work in his brother- 
in-law’s cigar factory. 


He tried but his heart was 
never in the cigar business. He 
made up his mind that he would 
become a cantor if not a pro- 
fessional opera or _ concert 
singer. He took his family to 
Chicago and for four years 
managed to get along singing at 
various neighborhood  syna- 
gogues each week and occasion- 
ally during high holidays at one 
of the big synagogues. On one 
holiday, he recalls with pride, 
the congregation did a most un- 
usual thing; they broke into ap- 
plause. 

This still was not steady work 
so when he read an advertise- 
ment of a St. Louis synagogue 
needing a cantor, he came to

NEW YORK, March 4. 


I HAVE READ with a sense of shame and shock the 
stories on West Virginia’s hungry children that have been 
running in the New York Post. 


The pictures and the tales the people tell all take me 
back to the days of the depression when I visited’ in that 
area for the first time and saw what hunger could do to 
the independent, self-respecting American citizen. 


Generous people who have read about these con- 
ditions are responding with help, but the mining 
industry is sick and has been for a long time. No 
amount of generosity is going to eliminate the basic 
causes, which are what must be tackled. The govern- 
ment and industry in general must work together to 
change the West Virginia picture as well as the situ- 
ation in some of the other mining areas. 


It is probable that even the state government cannot 
meet this problem alone. It may take a combination of 
local, state and federal governments. But it is time that we 
dug up all the reports on the mining industry that have 
been made over the year and took some definite steps to 
solve this serious problem.
